Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Lee U.S. Patent No. 6,373,861 discloses a frequency synchronizing device for an OFDM 
system. Mody et al. U.S. Patent No. 7,088,782 discloses a time and frequency synchronization 
system with multiple frequency offset estimations. Kim U.S. Patent No. 7,058,151 discloses an 
apparatus for achieving symbol timing and frequency synchronization to an OFDM signal. 
However, the prior art of record fails to disclose a receiver comprising a frequency correction 
unit, a sync pattern correlation unit, a peak detection unit, a timing determination unit, an inter- 
synchronization pattern phase difference detection unit, sub band correlation units, an inter- 
symbol phase difference detection unit, and an inter-sub band phase difference detection unit 
functioning as described in claims 1, 8 and 9.
